VICTORY TO GANS; 
MAKES HIM HERO 


Nelson in Forty-second Round 
of Contest Caps Climax 
of Foul Tactics and 
Loses Fight.

YOUTH FAIIS

Power of Negro Triumphs 
in End. Though He 
Is Maimed. 


Goldfield, Nev., Sept. 3.—[Special.}-—Gold- 
field is a vast camp of hero worshipers to- 
night, and its hero is Joe Gans, a negro, the 
lightweight pugilist champion of the world. 

Gans was awarded the fight and champion- 
ship on a foul, a foul that not one of all the 
thousands who saw doubted was malicious 
and de! berate. 

The foul ended a battle that was one long 
drawn out tragedy, the tragedy of youth's 
defeat by age. For once youth did not tell. 

It was a battle, bitter and heart breaking. 
of hands, and brains, and skill, and wonder - 
ful strength. But above all it was a struggle 
of will with will and in sheer wifl power the 
negro excelled the white boy, the undefeated 
Batling Nelson. 

Tre fight ended in the forty-second round. 
Both men were weary, but Gans a little the 
stronger. He was far khead on points and 
had smashed and cut Neilson at will ali 
through the fight. 

In. the last round the fighters were inter- 
locked in a clinch, tottering through sheer 
exhaustion. Nelson had his head on Gans’ 
shoulder and hie arm down. Several times 
he hit Gans below the belt, apparently feeling 
for a vital spot. At last he drew back and 
hit Gans a vicious blow square in the groin. 


No Doubt of Final Foul. 

Foul!“ cried Frank McDonald from Gans’ 
corner. Look at that Siler!” 

Gans turned his head until it faced Mo- 
Donald. Then turned it back until his eyes 
were fixed on Siler’s face. Then an expres- 
sion of agony distorted his features, and his 
body doubled up and he dropped to the mat. 
The fact that it wae 8 full two seconds 
after the blow was struck before Gans went 
Gown would have been sufficient to have 
created a great doubt ae to the genuineness 
of his injury under ordinary circumstances, 
but not in thie fight. 

When the colored boy sank to his knees 
and rolled over on his back Referee Siler 
without hesitation ordered Nelson to his 
corner and awarded the fight * Gans on a 
foul. » 

1 N received nr unanimous 


cause he knew the thousands assembled had 
paid for a fight and demanded one. He did 
what he said he would do in his statements 
before the fight. He repeatedly. pulled Nel- 
son's head away from Gans face when ioe 
Dane was trying to butt Joe in the mouth 
and chin, and he repeatedly warned Nelson 
to fight fair. 

As long as such tactics apparently falied to 
injure Gans, Siler did not interfere to stop the 
fight, but when Gans wae injured, whether 
seriously or but sjightly, honesty and fair- 
ness demanded that Nelson be disqualified. 

Afterwards Referee Siler himself said that 
while he would not say that the foul was in 


been committed. Nelson, he said, he 1 used 
his usual tactics all through the fight, and, 
while he knew that Nelson was butting when- 
ever he had an opportunity, he did not dis- 
qualify him for that, because the saw that It 
was not hurting Gans, and as no other referee 
had ever disqualified Nelson for doing the 
same thing, he did not feel Nke doing it. 
Besides, the people were there to see the 
fight and he did not want to disappoint them. 


Nelson Hissed at the End. 

Siler wag loudly cheered ag he left the 
ring, as was Gans, who was carried to his 
dressing room. Nelson and his seconds 
were hissed as they departed. Billy Nolan, 
Nelson’s manager, made a disconnected 
statement in ‘which he seid that Gans had 
promised not to claim the decision on a foul, 
and yet he jumped at the first opportunity 
to make such a claim. All Nelson would say 
was that Gans was tired and quit. 

Gans stated after the fight that Nelson 
intentionally fouled. He said he knew’ he 
could finish Nelson, as he was compara- 
tively strong and Nelson was growing weak- 
er all the time. Larry Sullivan announced 
for Gans that he would meet Nelson in two 

eeks in another fight, as he was sure he 
could whip him and did not want to take 
advantage of the foul. It is hardly probable, 
however, that the men will meet again in 
that time. 


Gans’ Battle Is Remarkable. 

Gans explained his course of battle by say- 
ing that he did not want to bex Nelson for 
fear of tiring himeelf. He found early in 
the game that he could protect himself in 
clinches, and also realised that the exertion 
in fighting that way was much less than if 
be stood back and did some showy bozing. 
He was hitting Nelson all the time and 
maneuvering so as to make the Dane do 
most of the work. 

Gans in many ways put up a most re- 
markable battle. Of course, his Sill as a 
boxer wae expected to be shown, but his 
endurance surprised every one. His work 
was the more wonderful when it is known 
that in the thirty-third round he broke hig 
right hand. Never after that did he strike a 
blow with it, with the exception of a few 
short arm jolts while clinching... He did all his 
work with his left hand and put k all over 
Nelson. 

Gans’ generaiship was shown when he broke 
hie hand. In the thirty-third round he landed 
a hard right hand punch on the side of Nei- 
gon face. A bone in the hand snapped, and 
Gana stepped back with an expression of 
pain. He Hmped around as though be hed 
stepped on his foot or turned It and no one 
realized that he had badly injared hie right’ 
hand, although {it was suspected that it might 
have been injured. 


Wonderful Study of Endurance. 
Little preise can be given the fight as a 
epectacie, for ere it had gone any considera-

ment by which the fugitive is put aboard 
an American cruiser and taken home with- 
out papers to face the consequences of his 
crime. 


Stensland Ready to Return. 

Stensiand, however, is not anxious to 
etay long in Tangier. In fact, he was 
willing to leave this afternoon with us on 
our own vessel, which we hired for our 
last dash across the straits of Gibraltar. 
If he had accepted the inevitable early in 
the day he would be on the railroad train 
in Spain tonight, headed for London. But 
he was obstinate till the moment of grace 
had passed. He passed out of our hands 
into the grasp of the American minister 
when our triangular altercation follow- 
ing his capture created a disturbance in 
the British postoffice and blocked trafiic 
in the, center of the town. Once in the 
hands of the representative of the United 
States government he could only be re- 
leased or forwarded to Chicago on orders 
from Washington. 

Stensland Nearly Got Away. 

Minister Gummere realised that if 
Stensland had left for Mogador, for 
which he was bound, bis capture in the 
future would have been exceedingly dimi- 
cult. Mogador ie eight days’ sail south 
on the western coast of the dark conti- 
nent, and is a «pecially wild, barbaric 
place. : : 
Only good fortune delivered Stensland 
into our hands. Last Friday he tried to 
engage passage for Mogador on the 
Zweena, a British boat, but there was 
not a vacant berth on the steamer. If 
there bad been our task would have been 
one of extreme difficulty. 

Makes a Full Confession. 

Stensiand made a full and frank con- 
fession to ‘Assistant State's Attorney 
Olson this afternoon. He admitted ut- 
tering $500,000 worth of forged notes, 
said he knew be was guilty, and that he 
expected conviction and a term in prison.

we wanted. : 

Special Steamer Chartered. 

As soon as last night’ s dispatch had been 
placed on the wire we began negotiations 
for a special steamer. to bring us back to 
Tangier. ‘There was some difficulty about 
getting a boat and also in securing an exit 
from the bridge of the fortress, the gates 
of ‘which close at sundown. Finally a 
small steamer was chartered and permis- 
sion obtained from the officer of the guard 
to leave port. 

At midnight. we turned tail on the Rock 
and headed across the straits. It was a 
fairly rough night and our boat could not 
make a speed of more than ten knots an 
hour, ‘so it was 4 o’clock this morning when 
we rounded Malabat Point and saw the red 
light above the gate of the city of Tangier. 

Up with Quarry at Last. 

The steamer Oldenburg lay half a mile 
off shore. 
it the passengers had landed. It was great 
relief to hear that they had not, as we feared 
that if so Stensland micht have been 
warned and started for the interior. This 
would not have prevented his capture, but 
would have delayed it and made lots of 
trouble. f g 

As we feared, however, we conld not land 
until daylight, as the pratique officer would 
not give us a health clearance till after 
sun-up. Our Arabs, however, looked out 
for this, and out of the darkness came a 
rowboat with the pratique on board. 

Fifteen minutes later we were again on 
land in Tangier, which we had left twelve 
hours before. Arrangements had been 
made to open the city gates for us.

Slowly, slowly the minutes passed with- 
out a sign of life on board the Oldenburg. 
At 6:30-an Arab came ashore and reported 
that Stensland was shaving and soon 
coming.

Use of Warship Difficult Problem. 


Inquiries at the state department as to the 
possibility of getting an American warship 
to bring Stensland home and thus obviate 
the possibility of his securing his liberty in 
transit, indicated that this could only be ar- 
ranged with great difficulty. It was ex- 
plained that one of the greatest obstacles to 
this form of procedure would be that Stens- 
land is not charged with a violation of any 
federal statute. 

This being true, foreign powers would look 
probably with decided disfavor on such a pro- 
ceeding and would consider it high handed, 
It was also suggested that there was no ship 
available at this time which could be sent 
to Morocco after Stensland and that it would 
be a difficult matter to get Morocco to detain 
Stensland for as long a period as would be 
necessary to send the nearest ship. 

State department officials would make no 
suggestion as to the means that could be 
used to bring Stensland home without taking 
him into the jurisdiction of other countries, 
intimating this was a problem for those who 
have the fugitive in charge to solve. 


Might Use a Sailing Ship. 

However, a minor official of the depart- 
ment recalled a case in which a4 man was 
brought from one of the South American 
countries on a sailing ship bound for a port 
on the Pacific coast, and still another case 
in which a much wanted fugitive was taken 
aboard a tramp steamer and his presence 
there not disclosed until he wae landed in 
the United States. 

At 8 o'clock tonight Mr. Adee was seen 
at his residence and said that nothing fur- 
ther had been heard from Minister Gum- 
merse since he advised the department that 
Stensland had been taken into custody. Be- 
cause of the holiday, all of the state depart- 
ment's telegraph business had to come 
through the White house telegraph offices 
today. 

Mr. Adee communicated with the White 
house offices at that hour in response to 
Tue TRIBUNE'S request, and learned that 
nothing further had come in connection with 
the Stensland ease except a reiteration of 
suggestions made earlier in the day by the 
Illinois authorities: At that hour Mr. Adee 
cismissed his servants and announced hie 
intention of retiring. 


Adee Dubious of Warship. 

The acting secretary of state manifested 
some impatience when questioned as to the 
probability of securing a warship with which 
to bring Stensland to this country.

ASKS SULTAN FOR BANKER! § 


STATE’S ATTORNEY'S OFFICE 
FINDS A HARD PROBLEM. 


Discovers No Way of Getting Stens- 
land Back to Scene of Crime Unless 
Ruler of Moroccé Will Deliver Him 
Up as Favor to United States Gov-« 
ernment Without Expecting Any 
Similar Act in Return—Cable to 
Tangier Kept Hot with Messages. 


The office of the state's attorney of Cook 
county, with the assistance of the judiciary, 
the poHee, and sundry authorities on inter- 
national law, put in a busy Labor day yes 
terday on the problem of obtaining the ex- 
tradition of Stensland from Morocco. The 
telegraph wires and the cable were kept 
hot with diplomatic: moves, all designed to 
}revent the possible escape of the wily bank- 
er through the loopholes of the law. 

Summarised, the activities of the local au- 
thorities were: 

Extradition papers were prepared and forwarded 
to Gov. Denéen for his signature. 

The federal state depattment was requested by 
the state’s attorney to cable Minister Gummere 


authority for the arrest and detention of Stene- 


land. 


At instance of the state's attorney the state de 


partment cabled Gummere to sound the sultan 
on his willingness to deliver Stensland to the 
American government without formality. 

Gov. Deneen, who was in Morgan county making 
a speech, was advised of the nectesity of haste 
in forestalling the trickery of the prisoner. 

Receiver Fetzer asked the French minister to take 


stepe for the safeguarding of Stensland’s $12,000 | whether he is 


in the French bank at Tangier for the benefit 
of the depositors of the Milwaukee Avenue bank. 

Chief Collins explained the 
Chicago police in finding Stensland, but prepared 
to send two men to bring him back. He turned 
down Inspector Shippy, the only professed candi- 
date for the job. 


Need: Shirt Sleeve Diplomacy. 


Altogether it was the most intricate and 
delicate problem jn the extradition of a 
prisoner from a foreign country that the 
Chicago authorities ever tackled. The in- 
tricacy and the delicacy of the matter arose 
from the fact that the United States has 
no extradition treaty with Morocco cover- 
ing the crimes with which Stensland is 
charged. 

The efforts under the circumstances which 
the authorities made during the day arrived 
at the dignity of international diplomacy, 
with the general opinion prevailing that 
“shirt sleeve diplomacy” of the kind made 
famous by Secretary, Hay, and a good den! 
of it, not without the reinforcement of elbow 
grease, would be required to get the fugitive 
back to the scene af his crimes. 

Assistant State's Attorney Barbour, who, 
in the absence of Mr. Healy and Mr. Olson, 
is in charg of the department, early came 
to the conclusion that a United States vessel 
would be the handiest instrument that could 
be employed to pry Stensland off the African 
rock.

Hurry Call for Assistance. 


In the meantime the preparation of the 
documents on which the extradition would 
be requested. was begun. The law requires 
the depositions of four victims of the alléged 
criminal; and several Officers and depoditors 
in the bank were sent for. An emergency 
call for most of the attachés of the prose- 
cutor’s office was sent out; and Assistant 
State’s Attorneys Fred Fake, Frank Crowe, 
John Newcomer, and Ferdinand Barnett re- 
sponded. 

The services of a judge were also required, 
but it was a holiday, and judges were scarce. 
Judges Chytraus, Chetlain, and Barnes had 
engagements, but finally Judge Brentano 
was reached, and readily consented to lend, 
his services to the office. 

Following the arrival of the judge at the 
Criminal Court building came Inspector Ship- 
py with Secretary Luthardt of the detective 
bureau, who is an authority on extradition 
processes. The judge opened court in Mr. 
Healy’s private office, and the depositions of 
Stensland's victims were taken. 


Depositions and Warrant, 


M. A. La Buy. one of the directors of the 
bank, swore to the complaint that Paul O. 
Stensland had committed the crime of larceny 
‘on or about the 2d day of January, A. O. 
1006.“ and that he did then and there em- 
bezgzie and fraudulently convert to his own 
use a large amount of money, towit, the 
sum of, $1,008,000."" which was the property 
of the Milwaukee Avenue State bank. 

C. Bartholdy deposed that Stensiand 
forged his signature to a note for $10,000 
which was found ‘among other forged notes 
in the bank. Fred Moeller also swore to a 
similar complaint of forgery. 

Thomas Olson, a painter, living at 358 West 
Erie street, deposed that he had lost money 
as a depositor through Stensland's looting 
of the bank. 

Upon the basis of these formal complaints 
Judge Brentano issued bench warrants for 
the arrest of Stensland. 

Meanwhile a summions had been sent to 
Acting County Judge Pond and to Deputy 
County Clerk Pasdeloup. Judge Pond hur- 
ried to the city from De Kalb and met Mr. 
Barbour and Mr. Pasdeloup at the Briggs 
house early in the evening. The judge read 
the depositions and the bench warrants and 
the certificate in which the state's attorney 
recommended that extradition papers be 
issued for the fugitive. Then the judge and 
Mr. Pasdeloup signed a formal recommenda- 
tion to Gov. Deneen that the extradition of 
the banker was justified in accordance with 
law. 

Mass of Papers Sent. 

Assistant State's Attorney Barnett left 
for Springfield at 11 p. m., arrangements 
having been made that he should present the 
papers for the governor's signature at 8:30 
o’clock this morning. The request for ex- 
tradition will then be immediately dispatehed 
to Washington

STENSLAND CAN TELL MUCH. 


Hoped That His. Arrest Will Simplify 
and Shorten Work of the 
Receivers. 


The capture of Paul O. Stensland, in the 
opinion of Receiver John C. Fetser and his 
attorney, Jacob J. Loeb, will have the effect 
of hastening the conclusion of the receiver- 
ship and simplifying matters that he alone 
can throw considerable light upon. 

If, when Stensland finally is brought back 
to the United States, he shows a disposition 
to aid in repairing as far as possible the dam- 
age he did to 22,000 trusting depositors, he 
can clear up several important matters.

Superintendent of Streets Doherty has be- 
gun a buttonhole campaign among the alder-

garbage collections under the new clean 
city ordinatice, which goes into effect on 
Nov. 1. 

A few days ago the city signed the con- 
¢ract with Bake, Hall & Christian, by which 
the latter Will dispose of the garbage for 
$45,000. a year.. That contract stipulates 
that the “householders must keep ‘their 
refuse in two separate cans—one for ashes 
and one for garbage—and that the city must 
deliver the contents daily to the contractors, 


Council Must Provide Money. 

That will cost considerable money, for 
which the present appropriation contains no 
provision. Supt..Doherty estimates the sum 
needed at $800,000. This would provide 
teams, barns, municipal scows, and labor. 
In the meantime no preliminary steps can 
be taken until the council meets on Sept. 24. 

It is not unlikely that the whole thing 
will be delayed. The tractors, for some 
unknown reason, were slow about signing 
the contract and have made little headway 
in their preparations. At present they have 
only the old. Turner reduction plant on 
* Bubbly ersek. This, it is said, can han- 
dle but a small part of the daily grabage 
cutput.

CANNON WHACKS BRYAN. 


INTIMATES DEMOCRATIC LEADER 
IS LIKE WEATHER VANE. 


Out That Nebraskan 
na 


Speaker Points 
at First Urged Free Silver 
Panacea for Ills Caused by Tariff, 
Now Wants Government Ownership 
of Railroads—Fears That with the 
„% Peerless One“ in White House Sil- 
ver Again Will Be Made Dominant. 


Bangor, Me., Sept. 3.—Joseph G. Cannon, 
speaker of the house of-representatives, ad- 
dressed a large audience here tonight. The 
speaker alluded to William J. Bryan as one 
of the foremost advocates of the Wilson bill 
and said that in 1896, when labor and industry 
were suffering from the Wilson tariff, Bryan 
had urged free silver as a panacea for ail 
economic ills, dectaring that it was not the 
tariff but lack of money volume that had 
made hard times. 

No that free silver is a dead issue, eaid 
the speaker. Bryan advances government 
ownership of railroads—a thing wildly im- 
possible of achievement and uncalled for, 
considering that our railroads carry freight 
at half the rates prevailing in Great Britain.“ 


Argues Against Bryan and Party. 

Cannon warned the people that to elect a 
democratic house of representatives this fall 
would pave the way for a democratic senate 
and president two years later. He added:, 

Who can doubt that Bryan, in power, 
would resurrect free silver as a remedy for 
the evils sure to follow democratic tariff leg- 
islation?’’ 

Of Samuel Gompers he spoke with respect, 
but declared that he had made a serious mts 
take in his demands in behalf of organized 
labor. 


Tariff Law Best Ever Written. 
On protection, Speaker Cannon said; 
„The tariff is the best revenue law ever 

written under the lead of that great statés- 
man, Nelson Dingley. He believed, as I do, 
that whenever we can produce under protec- 
tion it is our duty to doso. 

„The republican party is a party of faith, 
hope, trust, and confidence. It is a party of 
action, not talk. When the party has been 
given/full power, from Lincoln down to 
Roosevelt, it has never failed to deliver the 
goods, and always has stood by the people 
through thick and thin.“ 

Pleads for Republican Success.

Springfield, III., Sept. 3.—| Special. }—Speak- 
er Joseph G. Cannon was scored, the United 
States senate denounced, and Senator Cul- 
lom deliberately slighted before 5,000 union 
men at the Labor day demonstration this 
afternoon. 

Congressman Ben F. Caldwell of Chatham 
and former Gov. Yates were responsible for 
the castigation of Speaker Cannon and the 
senate. The managers of the celebration 
delivered the slap at Senator Cullom by ig- 
roring his request that his letter of apdlogy 
tor nonattendance at the celebration be read 
to the gathering. 

It appears that shortly after Senator Cul- 
lom accepted the invitation to be present at 
today’s gathering some of.the leading union 
men. of Springfield. were informed the sena- 
tor already had other plans-for-this.season 
of year and had not accepted the invitation 
in good faith. The senator's letter of apol- 
ogy at the eleventh hour confirmed this 
story in the minds of the management of the 
celebration and their indignation was in- 
tense.

NITY OF HONEST WORK. 


Michigan Audience Hears Nebraskan 
Reiterate Belief in Fight Hour Day 
—Denies It Would Give Laborers 
Time to Waste—Says Leisure Class 
Should Not Be Tolerated in This 
Country—His Byes Opened in the 
Orient. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 3. —-Wnen William 
Jennings ‘Bryan arrived with his party of 
about 100 in Detroit at noon today, he passed 
to his carriage through a cheering crowd. 
Mayor George P. ‘Codd délivered a formal 
address of welcome to Mr. Bryan at.his hotel. 
After luncheon the party was driven in auto- 
mobiles to the fair: grounds, where a large 
crowd greeted Mr. Bryan's approach with 
cheers. Nearly all those in the immediate 
vicinity of the speakers’ stand bore the mark 
of the toller. N 

It was to these Mr. Bryan’s address seem 
directed: Mr. Bryan said he was impressed 
during the last few months of his travels 
abroad with an idea in connection with labor. 


His Eyes Opened in Orient. 

„As I passed through the orilent,’’ he said, 
“TI found a great gap between those who 
stand at the top and those at the bottom 
of the social structure. I return to my home 
more than ever. believing in the dignity of 
labor and the Importance of cultivating a sen- 
timent-among.the people which makes them 
respect’ more the man who tolls than the one 
who idles. in society... I trust we shall never 
have in thie country a leisure class, if by 
that we mean those with nothing: to do. I 
cannot coneéive any place in a well regu- 
lated’ society. for men or women who have 
nothing to do. 1 

„In- this country, where we have the best 
of everything.“ continued Mr. Bryan, we 
ought to have the best ideal of labor. I 
want to cultivate the sentiment that the man 
who does something for the welfare of the 
hation is better than the man whose only 
ambition is to spend something somebody 
else created for him. L wish to emphasize 
this—that no man Whose conscience is what 
it ought to be is content to receive from so0- 
ciety morg than he gtyes to society. 

If we measured life not by its income but 
its outgo, I belleve we would strengthen the 
bonds of fraternity. and deal more wisely 
with our social and economic problems. 


Why He Favors Eight Hour Day. 

Regarding shorter hours of labor, 
Bryan. said: ae? | 

I believe in the eight-hour day, and this 
is Why: I believe that the laboring man is 
justly entitled to it, and that society at large 
would be better if he had it. You cannot sep- 
ardte a man from sotiéty—you cannot deal 
with the question as one purely of class. No 
line should be drawn between the boy and 
his aspirations. Those who say the laboring 
man would waste his time if allowed shorter 
hours argue no more soundly than an old col- 
ored man I met in Alabama. In reply te my 
question why he didn’t learn to write he said: 

O, I knew a fellow once who learned to 
write. He forged a note and was sent to the 
penitentiary, so I never learned,’ 

„How are you going to know the laboring 
man will waste his time it you don’t give him 
a chance? . Give. him shorter hours, and I 
believe forces will be put to work which will 
cause him to make the best of his time. 

„Tue rich man leaves Hie children a for- 
tune- The laboring man who cannot hope 
for. justice under any other government than 
that which belteves in the inalienable rights 
of man can hope to leave his children a good 
government, which is better than any for- 
tune. Recognize the laboring man not asa 
beast of burden but as a human being.“ 

Mr. Bryan said he preferred that nations 
abroad should admire and respect the Ameri- 
can flag rather than fear it. 


Points to Republican Decadence. 

In another speech delivered tn the evening 
Mr. Bryan said: 

It has been my privilege, during the last 
few motiths, to stand before sovereigns, but 
néver have I felt so proud as when standing 
before’ the sovereigns of my own land. Pos- 
sibly there never has been a time when I 
could speak of democracy with less chance of 
hurting people's feelings than now. 

“Ten years ago the republican party came 
into power and has held absolute control 
ever since.

IRST ROUND- ans led off with two 
light lefts to the face and they clinched. 
Nelson received a right on the body and 

Gans quickly shot a right and left to 
the face. He followed it with a right 
to the face and Bat sent three left swings to 
the jaw. Gans in a mixup shot his right 
twice to the face. Gans jarred Nelson with 
two rights to the jaw and followed with a left 
to the face. After breaking from a clinch 

Nelson walloped his right to the jaw and 
follewed with a left to the same place. Joe 
then peppered Nelson's face with triphammer 
rights and lefts and kept this up until the 
gong rang. Gans went to his corner with a 
big lead. Blood flowed from Nelson’s ears. 
SECOND ROUND—Both men were up 
quickly. Gans uppercut twice with his right 

and jarred Nelson with two terrific punches 

to the jaw. He followed it with a straight 

right to the jaw, but Nelson seemed im- 

pervious to the punishment and came back 
strong. Gans measured his distance and 
time and again shot his short arm rights to 
the Battler's face. In close quarters Gans 

uppercut Nelson twice to the jaw and chopped 
the Dane agdin with a stiff right. Nelson 
fought him to a clinch and landed a terrific 
right to the face. Gans then rocked Nelson's 
head with two wicked rights to the face and 
followed with a short arm jolt to the ear. 

As the gong sounded Gans worked a hard left 

to the jaw. Gans outboxed and outgeneraled 


Gans Draws More Blood. 
THIRD ROUND—Nelson tried to get in 
close and Gans landed his right to the ear. 
At close quarters Gans uppercut twice with 
his right to the chin and ripped another right 
and left to the head. Nelson got in a right 


over the eyes. Gans hooked a wicked right 


to the stomach and the Dane shot a straight 
left to the face. Several of Nelson’s swings 
went wild. In a furious mixup in the center 
of the ring Gans drew blood from Nelson's 
nose with a straight left. Nelson put a good 
right to the face at the bell. It was Gans’ 
round. 

FOURTH ROUND—Nelson charged Gans, 
but his blows invariably fell short. Ina 
clinch Gans worked a right and left to the 
face. Nelson went after Gans’ body and 
bored in with his head, the black man back- 
ing steadily away, but at the same time 
peppering his man with rights and lefts to 
the face. Nelson caught Gans a terrific 
swing on the jaw, and Nelson, cutting more, 
drove Joe against the ropes, landing both 
hands to the head. Nelson was bleeding 
from the nose, but kept after Gans. The 
negro shot a straight right to the face, which 
he duplicated a moment later. Gans then 
put a right to the stomach and the bell rang. 
Nelson brought the great crowd to its feet 
as he went to his corner with a faint smile 
on his face. Nelson had a shade the better 
of the segsion. 


Nelson Badly Punished. 


FIFTH ROUND—Gans shot a left to the 
nose as Nelson rushed in and they fought at 
close quarters. Nelson swung his right to the 
ear, forcing Gans around the ring. Nelson 
drove a right to the kidneys, but the black 
map rocked the Dane’s head with a series of 
lefts and rights. Nelson swung back wildly 
and Gans smashed his sore nose with a ter- 
rific right drive. Gane brought blood afresh 
from Nelson’s nose with stinging left 
punches. Gans uppercut with right to the 
jaw in a mixup. Not for a moment did Nel- 
son break ground. He swung heavily to 
Gans’ face with his left, but received a stiff 
right to the face. The gong clanged and 
Nelson went to his seat spitting blood. He 
was badly punished in this round. 

SIXTH ROUND—Nelson rushed Gans, but 
Joe smashed him on the face three times with 
rights and easily avoided Nelson’s attempts 
to land. The Dane bored in, forcing Gans to 
the ropes. The crowd objected to Nelson's 
boring tactics, especially with his head 
against Gans’ chest. After breaking from a 
clinch Gans planted a right to the jaw and 
followed it with several terrific right drives 
to the face, bringing the blood from Nelson's 
mouth in a stream. The colored man sent 
Nelsons head back, hammering his man 
almost at will. Bat fought back despérately, 
but could not locate his man. Nelson was in 
bad shape when — toon Ris chair. His face 
Was cut to 11. and Gans looked like a 
sure winner. 5 
SEVENTH, BR D—Nelson forced Gans 
around the ring, Joe contenting himself by 
watching for an opening. He pecked away at 
the Dane's face with lefts and rights. Nel- 
son missed two right swings and was met 
with a fusilade of right and left punches to 
the face that staggered him. Gans received 
a plight punch on the body as they worked 
into a corner. Gans swung his right twice to 
the facé.and Nelson swung wildly. The bell 
rang and Nelson went to his corner with 
blood streaming from his mouth and nose. In 
spite of all the punishment Nelson did not 
break ground at any time. 


Finish of Round Relief to Dane. 


EIGHTH ROUND—Gans had no trouble in 
avoiding Nelson's onslaughts and met him 
with a right sWing over the kidneys. Hethen 
swung right and left to the Dane’s face and 
got away from Nelson's swings. Gans played 
with the Dane, sending a raking right to 
the jaw and then worked a left shift, landing 
on the face. Nelson swung desperately for 
Gan’s face, but seldom found the black 
man’s body. They then closed in, mixing it 
roughly, and Gans swung right and left with 


fearful force and Bat slipped to his knees. 


He was up quickly; and Gans went at him like 
a demon and landed almost at will. The 
gong was a great relief to the Dane, as he 
appeared groggy when he fell into his chair. 

NINTH ROUND—tThe men stood shoulder 
to shoulder in the center of the ring. Gans 
walloped the Dane with a right and left to 
the face. Nelson tried desperately to work 
in two hard right swings to the body, and 
for his pains received smashes of the short 
arm variety on the jaw. At close quarters 
Nelgon swung his left twice to Gans’ jaw and 
a moment later put a right to the same place. 
They mixed it furiously, Nelson getting four 
punches to Gans’ one. Bat swung a right 
and left hard to Gans’ jaw, but Joe more than 
evened matters by sending the Dane back 
with rapid fire rights and lefts to the jaw. 
Gans was bleeding slightly from the mouth 
at the end of the round. 

TENTH ROUND—Nelson rushed and Gans 
met him with a straight left to the face. 
„Stay with him, don’t let him get away.“ 
was the injunction from the Dane’s corner. 
They went in to close, and Gans smothered 


his man with rights ana a succession of lefis 
to the face. Bat bored in and whipped his 
right and left to the negro’s jaw. Neleon 
then brought blood from Gans’ mouth in a 
stream with a succession of lefts and rights. 
A terrific mix followed, and both men fought 
at a fearful pace, Nelson having the better 
of the heartbreaking rally. The men were 
bleeding from mouth and ears. Nelson had 
a margin in this round. 


Siler Warns Nelson for Butting. 


ELEVENTH ROUND—The men closed in 
fast with Gans fighting hard and Referee 
Siler requested that Nelson stop butting 
with his head. Nelson apparently realized 
that his only chance was to fight breast to 
breast. Nelson started a stream of blood 
from Gans’ mouth with two wicked upper- 
cuts. They broke from a clinch and Gans 
immediately whipped in two rights to Nel- 
son's jaw. Joe was cautioned to keep away, 
but Nelson kept him at close quarters. Nel- 
son finally swung a light left to the mouth as 
the bell rang. If anything, Nelson had a 
slight lead in this round. 

TWELFTH ROUND.—Nelson rushed in 
and the men fought shoulder to shoulder for 
an advantage. Gans got Nelson away from 
him with a stiff right to the face. The Dane 
forced Joe against the ropes and slipped to 
the floor. Gans held out a hand and assisted 
him to his feet and they immediately renewed 
hostilities. Gans rested himself and seemed 
content to permit Nelson to do the leading. 
They fought breast to breast like two bulls 
and Nelson butted Gans on the jaw with his 
head. Both men bent down head to head, 
each seeking to fight according to the style 
best adapted to himself. When the bell 
rang Gans had a slight lead of the round, 
which was tame. Siler sald he thought Gans 


was resting up. 
Rough Work in Thirteenth. 


THIRTEENTH ROUND—Nelson rushed in 
and sent Gans back with two lefts and two 
rights to the face. Nelson uppercut with a 
left and right to the mouth and a moment 
later swung hie left to the mouth, bringing 
blood again from Gans’ mouth. Both men 
resorted to wrestling tactics, Gans being the 
chief offender. They exchanged right swings 
to the face in the center of the ring and went 
to a clinch. Then they again fought breast 
to breast and Gans worked his right and left 
several times to the jaw. Nelson worked in 
two left uppercuts to the jaw that made the 
negro wince. Joe, however, had a shade the 
better of the session. . 


Dane Tries to Kick Gans. 


FOURTEENTH ROUND—The men fought 
to close quarters, but few blows were landed. 
The Dane.tried to find Gans’ body with left 
and right hooks. Nelson sent Gans against 
the ropes with a right to the head. Bat 
smashed Gans’ body with a right. At the 
close of the round Nelson kicked at Gans, 
and the latter promptly retaliated in kind. 
The belligerents had to be separated by their 
seconds. 

FIFTEENTH ROUND.—The men came to 
a clinch, and Nelson butted and elbowed Gans 
constantly. He was warned to desist by 
Siler, and the seconds yelled foul in unison. 
No attention was paid to the claim, and the 
men roughed it at close quarters, Nelson 
forcing Gane to the ropes. The men fought— 
or, rather, wrestled—at such close quarters 
that little execution could be accomplished. 
Nelson, in a breakaway, was sent to the floor 
with a straight right to the face. Nelson 
looked a bit shaky, and he got to his feet 
and immediately went in close to protect him- 
self from further long distance damages. 
The crowd cheered Gans lustily as he went 
to his corner. 


Both Wrestle Through Ropes. 


SIXTEENTH ROU ND—Nelson missed with 
a left and right swing. Gans tried to keep the 
Dane at a distance, but Nelson followed Joe 
around the ring. Gans whipped his right to 
the jaw and Nelson wrestled the. negro 
around, Gans holging on. Nelson scored with 
a stiff right to the face, and once more they 
leaned against each other. Joe wrestled Nel- 
son clear through the ropes, and in falling 
Bat pulled the negro after him. They were 
pushed back into the ring and resumed their 
wrestling tactics. In the mixup Nelson drove 
his right twice to the face and a right to the 
mouth at close quarters, sending Joe to his 
corner with blood streaming from his mouth. 

SEVENTEENTH ROUND—The Dane land- 
ed a left to Gans’ mouth and the men went to 
aclinch. Siler cautioned Bat against hitting 
low. Nelson swung his right to the kidneys 
and they wrestled about the ring, during 
which Gans worked in a left uppercut to the 
mouth and a moment later ripped in a similar 
punch. Gans after Nelson had twisted his 
arm sent the Battler back with two hard 
shortarm right jolts to the face, and a mo- 
ment later shot his right to the wind. The 
men rested some time and the round ended 
with the honors in Nelson’s favor. 


Fight After Gong Sounds. 


EIGHTEENTH RUUND—Gans rushed in 
with a straight right to the face. The Dane 
swung two lefts to the negro’s face. Siler 
again warned Nelson about using his head. 

Gans blocked Bat’s lefts cleverly, and Nelson 
again bent down. Nelson put two left swings 
to the face, but Gans retaliated with two 
stinging rights. The wrestling continued, 
and Gans drove Nelson against the ropes 
with two right smashes to the face. Bat 
nearly went to the floor, Gans backing away, 
and at the end of the round Gans got in a 
good right punch to the Dane’s face. The 
men did not. hear the gong ring and were 
pulled to their seats by their seconds. It was 
a tame session. 

NINETEENTH ROUND—Referee Siler 
warned Nelson once more for butting, and 
laid his hand on Nelson’s head twice as a re- 
minder that the Dane should cut out this 

kind of work. Bat continued to butt, and 
Siler stepped in and pulled Nelson from his 
reclining position. The men remained in a 
locked position, Gans resting and Bat wres- 
tling. Finally Gans sent Nelson back with 
right and left jolts to the jaw, staggering the 
Dane. Just before the gong rang Gans sent 
in a left and two stiff rights to the jaw and 
Nelson put a right to the head. There was 
more wrestling than fighting in this round, 
and some comment from the ringside. 


Another Warning for Nelson. 


TWENTIETH ROUND—The men rushed 
fogether and Siler grabbed Nelson by the 
head, indicating that the Dane should cease 
boring in with his head. Gans straightened 
Nelson up with two lefts to the jaw, and

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Nelson landed several lefts to the body. An 


exchange followed, both landing lefts tothe . 


chin. Nelson pushed Gans almost to the 
ropes and then missed a left for the face. In 
a clinch, Nelson landed a hard left uppercut 
to the jaw and they mixed it, Gans putting a 
right and left to the jaw. Joe followed his 
advantage and sent a volley of right and left 
swings to the jaw as the round ended. 

TWENTY-FIRST ROUND — The Dane 
came up as if nothing had happened. His-left 
eye was badly swollen and his right discol- 
ored. ‘They fought to a clinch and Gans 
poked a right and left to the face. Gans 
ripped in a stiff uppercut over the eye. Nel- 
son sent in two right body punches, and at 
close range Joe hooked his left to the mouth. 
Then they stood off and Gans trimmed Nel- 
son beautifully with straight rights to the 
face and a left to the jaw. The Dane missed 
with two vicious swings and Gans shot ina 
straight left to the face as the gong rang. 
It was all Gans. 

TWENTY-SECOND ROUND—Gans sent a 
straight left to the face and Nelson retaliated 


with a left hook to the stomach. Bat drove a 


straight right against the negro's ribs and 
then wrestled Joe to the ropes. Mixing it, 
Gans worked in two right uppércuts to the 
body. The men leaned shoulder to shoulder 
and did little more than wrestle, Nelson push- 
ing Gans almost ffirough the ropes. This 
continued until finally Gans rushed Bat away 
and smashed him twice with rights on the 
jaw. He followed this with two lefts to the 
Dane's head at the gong. This wae the only 
time during the round that the men had 
fought and Gans had the advantage. 


Dane’s Attack Brings Crowd to Feet. 


TWENTY-THIRD ROUWN D—The men 
quickly rushed to a clinch, and Siler warned 
Nelson constantly about boring in with his 
head. Gane then crossed with his right to 
the jaw. Bat drove his left twice to the eyes 
after the negro had put two lefts to the face. 
At close quarters Nelson put two good rights 
over the negro’s heart, and the usual course 
of wrestling followed. Breaking away, Nel- 
son staggered Gans with a succession of hard 
left swings to the jaw and several hard rights 
to the same place. Gans did not respond, and 
Nelson sent the crowd into a frenzy by driv- 
ing Gans to his corner with a hard right hook 
to the body. The crowd rose to its feet at 
the end of the round and yelled “ Nelson, 
Nelson.“ It was the Dane’s round. 

TWENTY-FOURTH ROUND—The Dane 
went right after his man, having received in- 
structions from his corner to go in.“ At 
short range Nelson swung left and right to 
the face. The Dane smiled determinedly 
and gave Gans no chance to rest. He landed 
a left hard on the jaw, but Joe retaliated 
with two wicked right uppercuts to the jaw. 
Bat then missed two vicious left uppercuts 
and the men worked in close. Nelson drove 
Joe back to the ropes and put in two lefts to 
the body before Gans could clinch. A rally 
followed, Gans landing repeatedly on Nel- 
son's face, but Nelson had the shade on the 
round. 


Gans Begins to Wake Up. 


TWENTY - FIFTH ROUND — Nelson 
rushed and swung his right totheear. They 
fought and wrestled at close range. Nelson, 
breaking away, sent a left to the stomach 
and then drove his right to the jaw. The 
Dane sent two short arm jolts to the face, 
and a moment later whipped a left to the 
face, Nelson rocked the negro’s head with 
right and left to the jaw and brought two 


rights and a left to the jaw. Joe awoke 
from his apparent somnolence and more than 
evened up matters by hammering Nelsou 
viciously with rights and lefts. Just before 
the bell Gans shot his left to the face. 


Both Men Are Tired. 


TWENTY - SIXTH ROUND — Batling 
forced Gans to the ropes, but could not 
penetrate Gans’ marvelous defense, while in 
dangerous positiona The men wrestled 
around the ring, Gans resting up. Nelson 
landed a hard right swing on the head, but 
missed two left swings for the same place. 
Gans landed a left swing over the mouth and 
followed it with three straight lefts to the 
face. They came to a clinch, in which Nelson 
uppercut Gans on the jaw with his left. Both 
men appeared tired at this stage of the con- 


test. 

TWENTY-SEVENTH ROUN D- Gans 
sparred while Nelson wasted his vitality with 
useless swings. The Dane pushed Gans 
against the ropes and Joe, working himself 
free, sent his left to Nelson's mouth. Gans 
put two light rights to the face and Nelson 
retaliated with two straight lefts, the last 
one sending Gans’ head back. Joe then cut 
loose and drove his left to the stomach with 
terrific force and then put à right and left to 
the jaw. Nelson, maddened, fought bac« 
viciously,.and gave the negro more than he 
had received. It was an even round, with 


beth men tired. 
Nelson Groggy When Bell Rings. 

TWENTY - EIGHTH ROUND — Gans 
jabbed Nelson on the mouth with a left, and 
Nelson butted the negro with his head. The 
Dane then put a left and right to the jaw, and 
a moment later swung his left to the stomach 
and a right tothe jaw. Then, closing in, Nel- 
son drove Joe to the ropes with a left hook 
to the face. The men wrestied to the center 
of the ring, and Gans sent two right swings 
to the face. Nelson tried to wrestle Gans to 
the ropes, and Gans, like a rejuvenated man, 
drove Nelson back with fearful clouta to the 
jaw, the first of which sent Nelson half way 
across the ring. Gans kept at his man, who 
was groggy as the bell clange . 

TWENTY-NINTH ROUND—Nelaon rushed 
to close quarters apparently as strong aa 
ever. He followed Gane around the ring, but 
failed to land. The men wrestled and roughed 
it in the center of the ring and exchanged 
right swings to the jaw. Gans then cut loose 
again and mercilessly peppered Nelson's face 
and jaw with right and left jolts. Bat merely 
shook his head and wrestled the black man to 
the ropes. Gans rested, permitting Nelson to 
waste his energy “Cans was against the 
ropes as the bell sounded, 


More Foul Work by Dane. 

THIRTIETH ROUND — The men ten 
against each other, and Siler again warned 
Nelson to cease fighting with his head. At 
short range Nelson did all the work, but did 
not land. Gans put in two right upper- 
cuts and then stalled and rested, apparently 
with a view of saving his strength. It was 
in this manner that Joe displayed his great 
generalship. The negro poked a right upper- 
cut to Nelson’s mouth, and the Dane missed 
with several vicious left and right swings for 
the jaw. As the bell rang Nelson deliberately 
hit Gans and the crowd jumped to its feet 
in a storm of protest. Three cheers for the 
negro were started, which drew a rousing 
response. 

THIRTY-FIRST ROUND—Gans cleverly 
blocked Nelson's attempts to land wild swings 
and again rested, permitting the Dane to do 
all the work. Siler again told Nelson to quit 


butting. The men wrestled for fully a 


minute without a blow being struck. Gans 


seat Nelson's head back with a straight left. 
The men were locked in a clinch as thg bell 
rang. The fight apparently had settled 
to a question of the survival of the fi 
‘'THIRTY-SECOND ROUND—The Balti- 
more fighter danced away from the Dane’s 
leads and, as usual, closed in, mostly on Nel- 
son's initiative. Time and again Siler spoke 
to Nelson about using his head on the negro’s 
chin. Nelson swung a hard right to 
the jaw, and quickly followed it with a left 
swing to the same place. Gans sent Nelson 
back with two straight lefts and three rights 
to Nelson’s sore eye, which was badly swollen 
and almost closed. Gans caught Nelson a 
terrific clip on the jaw with a right hook, and 
then sent in a dazing left to the face. Again 
the gong brought relief to the Dane and saved 
him from almost sure defeat. 
Nelson an Awful Sight. 
THIRTY-THIRD ROUND—The men closed 
in, Nelson butting with his head. Gans pep-

Men Totter Around Ring. 

THIRTY-FIFTH ROUND—The sun was 
going down as the round started and it was 
wrestle, stall, and rest, without a blow being 
struck. Gans finally ripped in a straight left 
to the jaw and again they rested. Gans put 
in a right uppercut that lacked force and 
théy went quickly to a clinch. Both men 
tottered around the ring. Nelson at close 
quarters worked two left short arm blows 
to face and the bell closed a slow and tiresome 
round. 

THIRTY-SIXTH ROUND-—Gans started 
something with a straight right to the face, 
but more wrestling followed. Nelson missed 
a forceful uppercut intended for the jaw 
and for a brief moment it looked as if the 
men were going to fight, but such was not 
the case. Gans cleverly ducked a right 
swing and then ran into a right hook over 
the heart. Nelson hooked a left to the stom- 
ach and at short range got his right lightly 
to the jaw. Nelson pushed Gans against 
the ropes and Gans just did step out of the 
way of a right uppercut. 

Negro Protests to Siler. 

THIRTY-SEVENTH ROUND—Nelson was 
again told to stop fighting with his head, 
Gans vigorously protesting to Siler against 
this style of fighting. The men again went to 
the wrestling stunts, and Nelson swung a 
left for the jaw, which missed its mark by 
three inches, They leaned up against each 
other, and little attempts to strike a blow 
were made. Then Gans whipped a powerful 
left to the wind and they clinched. Both 
men are careful. Gans woke up the crowd by 
catching Nelson within long distance and 
putting in several straight lefts to the face. 
Then came another rest and the gong. 

THIRTY-EIGHTH ROUND—The ne 
rushed in and Gans backed up quickly, trying 
to keep Bat at a distance and force him to 
spar at long range. Gans complained to 
Siler of Nelson resting his head on his 
(Gans) chin and shoulders. Nelson swung 
a left to the jaw, and after a clinch Gans put 
in two rights to the Dane's face. Both men 
were leg weary, ard stalled and clinched 
as much as they could It was next toimpos- 
sible to get the Dan“ o fight at long range, 


and he realized that his only hope of winning 


the battle lay in close range fighting or 
wrestling. Gans likewise seemed perfectly 
content to ease up and rest. : 


Stall and Wrestle to Get Rest. 
. THIRTY-NINTH ROUND—Gans jabbed 
his left twice to the face before Nelson could 
get to close quarters. Then followed stalling 
and wrestling, which was broken up by 
Gans punching Nelson viciously over the 
heart with his right. Joe followed this with 
two straight rights to the face, and again it 
looked as if the deadlock would be broken. 
It was only a flash in the pan, however, and 
the men resumed the tiresome stalling, Nel- 
son being the chief offender. Nelson, how- 
ever, sent in a hard left to the jaw and Gans 
came back with two lefts to the jaw. Nel- 
son was tiring rapidly. 
FORTIETH ROUND—Both men started at 
a lively pace, Gans landing a left on the ear. 
After a clinch Gans drove a left to the jaw 
and Bat came back with a left uppercut to 
the chin. Gans got Nelson at arm’s length 
and took advantage of this concession by 
sending his left twice to the Dane's e. 
Gans complained again of Bat's head and 
sent Nelson's head back with a left upperayt 
to the jaw. 
“What Time Is It?’”—Gans. 
FORTY-FIRST ROUND—The men came 
up slowly and clinched. Gans asked Billy 
Nolan facetiously: “What time is it?“ Then 
they resumed the clinching contest. Gans 
shot a straight right to the mouth and Nel- 
son handed him two lefts to the stomach. 
Nelson whipped his left to face, and the men 
ceased fighting entirely. Suddenly Nelson 
landed a hard left hook to the jaw and Gans 
fought him away, landing two lefts to face 
and a right on the body. Both men wrestled 
wearily about the ring, and it was hard to 
tell which was the more tired as they went 
to their corners. 
Deliberate Foul Ends Battle. 
FORTY-SECOND ROUND—Gans started 
the session with a straight left to the face and 
they clinched. As they broke Nelson d@elib- 
erately struck Gans low and the colored man 
slowly sank to the floor. The blow was ob- 
served clearly by every one in the arena and 
there was not a murmur of dissent from the 
spectators as the long drawn out battle was 
terminated. Siler then gave Gans the de- 
cision on the foul.

Gans Fights with Broken Hand. 

In the twenty-elighth round Joe broke his 
right hand—his best—but was foxy enough 
to hide it from Bat and the spectators by 
feigning to have hurt his foot, as he hopped 
away from the fray on his left leg. This in- 
jury, although not known to Nelson's hand- 
lers nor the crowd, was noticeable to myself 
and some of the newspaper reporters. 

Gans did not deliver a blow with his right 
thereafter, that is, a blow.at long range, 
though he bluffed some at striking with it 
while he and Nelson lay head to head on each 
other’s shoulders. 

Had Joe not put his right out of commission 
there is no doubt. he would have put Nelson 
away for good before the end of the thirtieth 
round. With one hand dead, so to speak, Joe 
was compelled to fight in Nelson’s style.

This morning Gans weighed 
less than 181 pounds, practically the same 
weight he was at on the morning of his fight 
with Britt. If Britt had been in the ring 
today in Nelson’s place the fight wouldn't 
have gone a score of rounds, much less two 
score, for Britt could never have tired Gans 
as Nelson did with his rugged strength and 
bull dog pertinacity, and must have suc- 
cumbed quickly. 


Negro the Hero of the Fight. 


All the admiration of those who saw the 
fight goes out to Gans. If he didn’t win by 
a knockout, he did something that his most 
ardent admirers, his closest friends, even his 
trainer, believed him incapable of doing. 
He fought for forty-two rounds, and in the 
last rounds he was showing better than at 
any time except in the first half dosen 
periods of the battle. 

He set nature at naught. The men who 
had their money on him entertained but slight 
hopes of winning it after a score of rounds 
had gone into history, for it seemed prepos- 
terous that the negro could stand that 
for much longer. ;

RACE RIOT OVER PRIZE FIGHT. 


South Chicago Negroes Cheer for Gans 
a and Great Street Battle 
Follows. 

Several persone were seriously injured and 
one man was probably fatally hurt last night 
in a race riot at South Chicago over the resuit 
of the Gans-Nelson fight. Five hundred men 
and women were in the thick of the m@lée and 
a number of girls and boys were trampled 


upon. In responding to a riot call a squad of 


Hcemen rushed to the scene and quelied the 
ieee people after they had arrested fort- 


received. The fight spread till it had ex- 
tended to Ninety-second street and Commer- 
clal avenue. 

When the result of the fight was announced 
two colored men, Walter Parsley, 285 Ninety- 
second street, and James Rice, 9267 South 
Chicago avenue, are said to have yelled: 

* Hurrah for Gans. 

As Batling Nelson is practically a South 
Chicago poy, the men who made up the crowd 
became angry at the cheers for Gans and 
resented the enthusiasm of the negroes by 
startinga fight. P. J. Jones, 10115 Avenue L, 
and William Schaack, 7004 Commercial ave- 
nue, white men, led the warfare, and, it is 
said, beat the two negroes into insensibility. 
Other negroes jumped into the mélée and 
pounded Jones and Schaack. Jones, it is 
thought, may be fatally hurt. 

The riot grew quickly following the inittal 
fight. Soon canes, bricks, and other weapons 
were fiying in all directions. The crowd 
howled and yelled. The negroes, who were in 
the minority, started to run away, but were 
cornered in the midst of a large group of 
white men farther down the street: Here 
the trouble was the worst. The clash of the 
two races wae bitter and for a time it looked 
as if the police would be powerless to stop 
the fighters without the eid of men of other 
stations.

To prepare the people for it there are to 
be administrative and financial reforms 
whose speedy introduction is promised. 
Next, the people must be educated to un- 
| derstand their relations to the govern- 
ment. When, in the opinion of their 
rulers, they have become sufficiently en- 
Hghtened they will be given a form of 
government of which they have not at 
present the remotest conception. 

The latest imperial edict says “our 
laws and political system have become 
antiquated. Therefore it is necessary for 
us to gather more knowledge and draw up 
a new code of laws.” This ie getting to 
be an old story. Ever since the boxer 
troubles, and espécially since the war be- 
tween Japan and Russia, there have been 
repeated assurances from Peking that the 
leaven of reform ras working and that 
there was to be a new China. It has been 
announced again and again that the Chi- 
nese government intended to proceed im- 
mediately to make a number of salutary 
reforms. 

In spite of all this there has been no 
real progress as yet, and the conviction is 
growing that none is contemplated, The 
Chinese government is willing to let west- 
ern nations believe that their ways are to 
be copied, but at heart it thinks the Chi- 
nese ways the best. It announced long 
ago that judicial procedure was to be re- 
formed and the currency question settled. 
It bas done nothing. It has not made an 
attempt to put a stop to the general gov-

The late Prince Herbert Bismarck, while 
staying at Sandringham as German chargé 
d'affaires, had the misfortune to pepper the 
king, then only prince of Wales, the solitary 
instance that I can recall of an envoy being 
so lacking in diplomacy as to shoot the heir 
apparent of the sovereign to whom he was 
accredited, and King Edward himself has 
on one occasion damaged, only slightly it is 
true, several of the beaters, while staying 
at Fryston hall, near Pontefract, ae 
the guest of Lord Crewe. It was 
not altogether his fault, for it happened 
through the charge of his gun ricochetting 
from some iron railings. One of the beaters, 
a burly Yorkshireman, who received the 
largest portion of the charge in his carcass, 
damned the king roundly, asking him, witha 
number of choice and picturesque expletives, 
to turn his blank, blank, blank gun the other 
way. However, the king treated the men 
with so much generosity afterwards, and 
they realized such a handsome sum in addi- 
tion by selling to rich people in the district the 
royal pellets taken from the various portions 
of their anatomy, that they now speak of 
having been shot by Edward VII. with a con- 
siderable degree of pleasure and of pride. 

I can only recall one case in modern times 
of any royal personage meeting with his 
death through accident while out shooting— 
namely: young Archduke Ladislas, the son 
of the late Archduke Joseph, and brother of 


the duchess of Orleans. He was found dead, 


with hie discharged gun by his side, in the 


royal preserves near Pesth. But whether he 


accidentally shot himself or was killed by 

some one else, unintentionally or otherwise, 

no one can say with any degree of certainty,

Old Gen. Turr, the soldier of fortune whom 


the late King Victor Emmanuel appointed to 


be one of his alds de camp, with the rank of 
general, never loses an opportunity to assail 
England, and has intervened in the dis- 
cussion now in progress regarding the fail- 


sure of Austria and Italy to assist France 


against Germany in the war of 1870, in order 


to argue that England was responsible for, 


the attitude of these two nations towards 
France on that occasion. 

During the South African war Gen. Turr, 
who was an associate of Garibaldi, invited all 
the nations of Europe to combine against 
Great Britain in behalf of the Boers, and in- 
sisted that England should be placed under 
the ban of the civilize® powers of the world. 
Yet Gen. Turr owes a deep debt of gratitude 
to England, and had ft not been for the per- 
sonal intervention of the late Queen Victoria 
in 1855 the sentence to death by hanging 
passed upon him by an Austrian court mar- 
tial as a deserter. and as a traitor would 
have been put into execution. P 

Tur?r’s career has been of the most ex- 
traordinary description. He made his début 
as an officer of the Austrian army, which, 
however, he Geserted. in order to join the 
revolutionary forces of Hungary, his native 
country, when the great insurrection of 
1849 broke out. At its close he fled to Italy, 
entered the service of King Charles Albert of 
Sardinia, took part in the battle of Novara, 
which resulted in the defeat of Charles 
Albert by the Austrians, in his abdication, 
and in the accession to the throne of his son, 
the late King Victor Emmanuel 

> 

Turr was next found fighting as a colonel 
of the revolutionary forces in the grand duchy 
of Baden against old Emperor William (at 
that time only prince of Prussia), who 
was engaged in suppressing the rebellion. 
Condemned to death, he made his escape and 
flea to England, where on the outbreak of 
the latter’s war with Russia he joined the 
foreign legion of the British army with the 
rank of colonel. i 

Sent by the English government in his 
capacity of an English officer to Bucharest to 


purchase horses for the cavalry, he found 


the Roumanian capital occupied by Aus- 


trian troops, conspicuous among which was 


the Austrian cavalry regiment from which he 
had deserted six years previously. Seized 
by the Austrian authorities, he was carried 
off to Vienna, brought before a court mar- 
tial, and condemned to death by 
hanging, as «a deserter, and as dav- 
ing been in arme in 1849 against 


‘Austria. Intervention in his behalf by the 


English embassy proved ineffectual, and it 
was only through 4 personal appeal of Queen 
Victoria herself to Emperor Joseph 
that Turr’s life was spared, and he was re- 
store to liberty.

“FARMING UNKNOWN ART. 


Warns Agrieulturist That He 
Must Adopt Methods of 
Nurturing. 


‘Bt. Paul, Minn. Sept. 3.—{Special.J—James 
J. Hill, president of the Great Northern rail- 
toad; sounded a warning today to farmers in 
an address at the opening of the Minnesota 
state fair. He pointed out that unlese the 
pepulation be scattered from cities and more 
intensive methods of agriculture be adopted 
the United States may shortly see its farm 
products hardly adequate for its own sub- 
éistence, President. Hill said; 

“ Notwithstanding the addition of more 
than 1,000,000 people a year from abroad, 
nearly all men and women who must. work 
for a living, labor outside of the cities was 
never as scarce or wages ae high as at the 
present time. Railroads in making exten- 
sions Rave to get help at the highest market 
price, and find a large percentage of those 
whom they employ mere hobos, who desert 
as soon as they have succeeded in getting 
transportation from one part of the country 
to another. Farmers besiege the employ- 
ment agencies in vain, and offer the lazy 
tramp a sum for a day’s work in the fleid un 
heard of in any other country in the world.“

Government Will Construct Half of 
‘Grand Trunk Pactfic Line with Own 
Cash and Will Guarantee Com- 
pany’s Bonds for the Remainder— 
Postoffice Department Calls tor In- 
vention to Handle Mail Bags on 

Fust Trains. : 


The biggest job of raflroad bullding now 
under way, on the American continent Is the 
construction of the Grand Trunk Pacific rall- 
way in Canada. Its main Une will be 3,600 
miles long, and in addition there will be 
several branch lines, including one stretch- 


| ing southerly about 220 miles to Fort Wiliam 


and Port Arthur, on Lake Superior, for the 
purpose of reaching navigation on the great 
lakes. The part the Canadian govern- 
ment is going to take in promoting the new 
road makes it a subject of special interest 
at the present time in the United States, 
where the question of public ownership of 
railroade has suddenly been made a “ burn- 
ing issue dy the utterances of Mr. Bryan. 


Government Builds Road. 

Winnipeg Hes exactly midway between the 
eastern terminus, Moncton, New Brunswick, 
on the Atiantic, and the western termius, 
Prince Rupert, a new town on the Pacific 
coast, twenty-five miles south of Fort Simp- 
son, being 1,800 miles from each of these 
points. The Canadian government is to 
build the east half of the line under the 
supervision of four commissioners and to 
lease it to the railroad for fifty years, For 
the first seven years the company will oper- 
ate this eastern division free. For the suc- 
cecding forty-three years it must pay a 
rental of & per cent upon the cost of con- 
struction. At the expiration of the fifty 
years period the company will have the 
privilege of a new lease for the same period 
unless the government shall decide to un- 
dertake operation of the line itself. 

West ef Winnipeg the Grand Trunk Paelfic 
ratiroad company, capitalized at $45,000,000, 
is to build the line. The governmient, how- 
ever, guarantees its first mortgage bonds, 
principal and interest, for fifty years, to the 
amount of $13,000 per mile, on the prairie 
section from Winnipeg to the foot of the 
Rockies, and. 75 per cent up to 680,000 per 
mile on the mountain section, extending 
from the prairies to Prince Rupert. It will 
thus be seen that the government in one 
Way or another is back of the entire system 
projected. The results of its experiment will 
be watched with interest throughout the 
world. 

The man at the head of this big enter- 
prise ig Charles M. Hays, an American, who 
formerly was with the Wabash at St. Louis, 
and who went with the Grand Trunk as 
general manager only ten years ago. Mr. 
Hays is now vice president of the Grand 
les al and president of the Grand Trurk 


Government Wants Invention. 


The postoffice department has asked for 
bids on à device which will both take mail 
bags on moving mail trains and throw them 
off. The device now in use will only take the 
bags on the cars from the hooks beside the 
tracks on which they are hung. It is nec- 
easary for the clerks to throw them off, and 
in consequence they frequently fall under 
the car wheels and get ground up. Several 
inventors have taken out patents on devices 
of the desired kind and the department has 
appointed a committee to experiment with 
them and ascertain their comparative merits. 
Among those who will submit bids is J. 8. 
Kauffman, a young inventor of Chicago. 


Ticket Agents Will Meet. 


The annual convention of the International 
Association of Railway Ticket Agents will be 
held at Milwankee Sept. 6,7, and 8. The dele- 
gates, of whom there will be about 150, repre- 
senting most of the railroads of the United 
States and Canada, will assemble in Chicago 
the morning of Sept. 6 and will be taken to 
Milwaukee over the Northwestern railroad. 

Following the convention the delegates will 
leave On an excursion to Yellowstone park. 
The Milwaukee road will take them, by way 
of Kilbourn and the Dells of Wisconsin, 
where @ stop will be made, to St. Paul, and 
from that place to Yellowstone park they 
will be the guests of the Great Northern rail- 
way. On their return they will be the guests 
of the Northern Pacific to Billings and of the 
Burlington from Billings. to Chicago. 


TUBERCULOSIS CAMP OPENS. 


Open Air Treatment for Patients Begins 
on the County Grounds at 
Dunning. 


The tuberculosis camp at Dunning, under 
the dircetion of the Chicago Tubercular in- 
stitute, opened yesterday and several pa- 
tients have already applied for admission. 
The camp consists of three portable cot- 
tages, which accommodate about twenty 
patients. 

The greatest care has been taken to make 
the sanitation and ventilation of each cot- 
tage as nearly perfect as possible The 
county institution has given the use of the 
grounds and furnished the electric Nghting 
and sewagt connections, 

Nurses and a medical staff, under the di- 
rection of the Tubercular institute, will be 
constantly in attendance, the nurses having 
quarters in the second story of the dormi- 
tory. . The complete equipment cost $1,500 
and is the gift of the auxiliary board of the 
institute. It is estimated that the average 
cost per patient will be $5 per week.

within the city limits, including the 
100 Mnes specified in the ordinance, are now 
owned and operated by private corporations. 

“That there are now ou 
seven recorded mortgages upon parts of the 
existing street railroads and the franchise 
and ordinance rights of the respective mort- 
gagers, securing negotiable bonds aggregat- 
ing over $44,000,000 which mature at various 
future dates up to 1985. 

That the yearly taxes on the property and 
franchises of these fifteen companies. will 
total over $500,000. 

That in addition they pay the city car and 
other licenses, and for bridge maintenance, 
track elevation, 3 anes and ae 
street paving and repairs, several hundred 
thousand dollars @ year. 

„That no color of authority has ever been 
granted by the voters of the city to the mu- 
riicipality to operate the street cars, and that 
the voters have refused to vest any such 
power in the city. 

That no color ot authority has ever been 
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
